and Germany, as well by theinſelues, as by inter- 
poſition of perſons, all ſozts of Maschandiſes, and 
all other things whatſoener oꝛ howloeuer they be 
b:ought, oꝛ that they (hall dzawe out of the Bing⸗ 
domes and domintons of Spaine, the which we de⸗ 
clared, as well in entering as in going out, to bee 
fre and{ancke from all dueties, which haue bæne 
rapled, impoſed, and augmented thereupon, with⸗ 
in theſe thirtie peres, lo far foꝛth that they haue not 
neither ſhall not, either directly oꝛ indirealy pap as 
ny impoſitions, cuſtomes oꝛ otherduecttes,in what 
nature ſocuer,bnto 5 afoꝛeſaid diſobedtent Pꝛouin⸗ 
tes noꝛ vnto our enemies, vpon the paine Þ hauing 
paid any luch duties, they yore kozfeit & cõfiſcated

to wit, onely ſuch as (hall haue papde the ſame, 

Jn maner, c vpon the ſame condition, we giue 
leaue ⁊᷑ licence vnto al perſons of what Mation lo⸗ 
cuer of our friends, t Neutrals with the lame fræ⸗ 
dome & libertie, ta bꝛing into the Hauens of our o⸗ 
bedience, c alſo to tranſpoꝛt from thence thozough 
what place ſocuer all manner of Marchandiles: 
onelp ercepted theſe, which his Maieſtie by his a- 
foefaid Edict doth pꝛohibite, becauſe they are not 
made noꝛ wꝛought in tzeſe-obedtent P2ouinces, 
being thole ſame which are ſpecified in the ſeventh 
Article of his ropall Commandement aboue inler- 
ted, fozbidding , e tnterdicing, that neither direc 
ly noꝛ indirealp, noꝛ by anp meanes whatſoeuer, 
they be not bꝛought in the atoꝛelaid Lands ot our 
obedience: Upon paine of confiſcation, and that 
the tranſgreſſoꝛs ofthis O2dinance (hall be puni⸗ 
(hed with all rigoꝛ. 

Ind tothe ende that each one, the better may 
enioy this grace and benefite of his Maieſtte, and 
ot vs, and make their voyages towards the King: 
domes of Spaine: Me will at all times cauſe to be 
giuen and granted the Palpoꝛts, which they ſhall 
nde to: their ſecuritte, at what times thep Wall 
require them tre and [rancke, without paping a⸗ 
ny duetie thereloꝛe. 

In like manner, touching the Marchandiſes, 
which his Maieſtie by this his layd Edie are com⸗ 
pꝛehended, c koꝛbiddeth not to enter in his realms, 
vnleſſe they were made in the Lands of our obedi⸗ 
ence, 62 haue paſſed there thoꝛough with cercifica- 
tion from the perſons, the which in his Mateſties, 

and our behalte thereunto ſhall be 8 = 
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coding to the tenoꝛ of the afoꝛe · named Edict to the 
end, that the lame doe not diſturbe the ccurſe of 
the trade, and that all ſuch perlous, lræly may 


come without any perill oꝛ danger, in the gloꝛena⸗ 


med Kealmes, the ſaſde Certificate, 02 Wartam 
ſhall be granted vnto them, pea, without papiug 


anp thing koꝛ the lame, by the handes ol Iohn de 


Gauna, 02 oł ſuch other perſons, as we ſhall name 
thereunto, to the aſſiſtance of thoſe which his Ma⸗ 


teſtte ſhall depute, and appoint thereunto, and be⸗ 


ing the laid Certificate 02 Matrant ſigned by them 
both, it ſhall bee valeable, and otherwapes not. 
Ind tothe end that, that is aboue wꝛitten haue 
his whole and lawfull effec, and that each one, fo 
much the better, may know our god heart and al⸗ 
fection, we giue leaue and licence, to all trading 
Marchants, Shippers, oꝛ their Facoꝛs, Officers, 
Handecraſt{-men#* all other perſons of the lands 
withdꝛawen from our obedience, to returne into 
theſe of our alleageance, and there to liue and en- 


iop their goods beeing in the hands of the Filcall in 


luch manner as at this pꝛelent they are, without 
power to ſell oꝛ alltenate the ſame, vnleſſe with 
our conſent. So farre fœoꝛth they matnetaine the 
Lawes oſfye afozeſayd Lands : and ſuch perſons 
as fhall come in this manner, we will receiue 


them into our grace and mercie, with vtter abo- 


lichment ot all tozepaſſedmatters, the which is to 

be vnderſtod,to be done, in regard offuch as'{thall 

haue abſented themſelues bp reaſon of the wars, 

without any other pꝛiuate offence, and that ſhall 
not perſeuer no2 intermeddle further therein. 

Therefoze, a will * commaund pou , _ 
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immediatip and without delay, you are to pub- 
liſh theſe pzeſents with all ſolemnitte , thzoughout 
all the Townes and places of our Countreps and 
Countie of Attoys, where the Pꝛoclamations and 
Edics are bſually publiſhed, to the ende they 
may come to the knowledge ol each. 

Ozdaping and Commanding. vnto all Gouer- 
nours, Juſticies, Officers and men of Lawe of 
pour turtfdicing the ſtrickt obſeruance, and mapn- 
* tenance thereof, bling all god entertainment, 
and kinde vſage, vnto all ſuch as ſhall be willing 
to accept of this ozdinance and fauour, receiuing 
them in their Townes and Offices reſpectiuely, 
although that at this p2eſent, thep doe holde 02 
haue helde their reſidence, in the Pꝛouinces di⸗ 
firaged from our obed:ence, 02 in any other pla⸗ 
ces, ſo farrefoo:th as thep behaue themlelues ac- 
coding to the Lawes and Cuſtomes there vſed, 
euen as the like is done by theſe which are reſi 
dent in the plates ol our ſaid obeiſſaunce , and vp- 
on the charge, that beloze hand ſhall pꝛeſent 
themſelues vnts the Magiſtrates of the Citties, 
and Townes where they ſhall deſire to dwell, 
without that thep (hall nede at any time to 
ſhewe anp other diligence noz duetie, neither be- 
fozeno2 alter. k 

Ind all this to bee effected, without doing 
oꝛ ſuffering tobe done vnto them, foz the foꝛepal⸗ 
fed matters: any trouble, diſturbance oz hinde⸗ 
rance, bpon paine that tha tranſgrefſo:s (hall en⸗ 
dure our heaule indignitie and to bee rigoutoully 
puntiJed, foz that ſuch our pleaſure is. 1
